Follow-on biologics, put patients first

Roughly 70 million Ameri- 
cans suffer from arthritis, With 
more than 100 forms, it’s one of 
the most common chronic 
health problems in the nation, 
And it doesn’t just afflict the 
old — two thirds of those with 
arthritis are under the age of 65, 
including 300,000 children. In 

‘fact, no other disease or condi- 
tion ‘causes more’ disability 
among Americans over the age 
of 15. i 

Arthritis patients like me are 
desperate for help. And while 
there 1s currently no cure, there 
are a few highly-effective treat- 
ments that significantly im- 
prove quality of life. The most 
promising of these are a class of 
drugs called biologics, Biolog- 
ics are successfully treating 
cancer, Crohn’s Disease, multi- 
ple sclerosis, and other ailments 
that used to be untreatable. And 
they hold:enormous potential 
for vanquishing other diseases 
in the future. 

For those of us who live with 
the chronic pain and fatigue of 
arthritis; biologics are a small 
miracle. But they are not inex- 
pensive or easy to make. 

Because they’re manufac- 
tured from intricate compounds 
like proteins, biologics are far 
more complex than the small- 
molecule drugs that doctors 
typically prescribe. And unlike 
conventional drugs, biologics 


aren't cooked up in a lab using — 
beakers and common chemicals ; 


— they’re grown in living or- 


ganisms, such as’plant or ani- * 
“mal cells. 


Biologics are so complicated 


that they cannot be copied iden- ... 


tically. With so many atoms 


comprising each molecule of a. 


biologic, the potential for stric- 


tural deviations within a batch » 


of biologics is great. For exam- 


‘ple, it’s not uncommon for 


arthritis sufferers to notice mild 


differences in each dose of their ° i 


particular biologic — even 


‘ though every. dose’ is techni- 


cally the same, 

To help drive down health- 
care costs, there is a push to 
allow the sale of cheaper, simi- 
lar versions of brand-name bio- 
logics, ‘called “follow-ons.” 
While this is a great idea, it is 
imperative that ‘policymakers 
move forward with care so that 
millions of patients are not put 
at risk, 

The biologic that I currently 
take has been approved by the 
FDA after years of independent 
safety testing, Yet some of the 


could dramatically affect an al- 
ready compromised immune 
system, thus putting a patient at 
risk for disability or worse. 

In addition, ‘some current 
proposals would legally clas- 
sify follow-on biologics as “‘in- 
terchangeable” with — the 
originals. Insurers would likely 
cover only the follow-ons, 
since. they ‘will likely be 
cheaper than the originals. 

When it comes to medicine, 
one size does not fit all. If a per- 
son does not respond to a fol- 
low-on_ biologic, he or she 
should not be denied access to 
the product -which has. been 
proven to work. This.is espe- 
cially important for arthritis pa- 
tients, as delays in taking an 


effective medication can cause: 


serious problems. 

Of course, that doesn’t mean 
Washington should ban follow- 
ons: They could be just as use- 
ful and cost effective as generic 
versions of conventional phar: 
maceuticals. 

But it’s critical that Congress 
establish a regulatory frame- 
work for follow-ons: that puts 
patient safety first by requiring 


them to be tested for safety and | 


effectiveness, Further, lawmak- 
_ers should establish coverage 
guidelines for insurers ‘so that 
patients aren’t denied effective 
treatments because of cost con- 
siderations. 

Biologics have been a small 
miracle for those of us .suffer- 


allowing us to enjoy our lives 
without agonizing pain. By. in- 
Stituting sensible regulations 
for follow-on biologics that 
puts patient safety first, law- 
makers would: preserve the 
promise of biologics for arthri- 
tis patients — and for the mil- 
lions of others with diseases 
that could be treated ‘or even 
cured by biologies.

The stresses and strains of an approaching hurricane or major storm can take a toll on family, friends, 
and neighbors. ‘There are, also worries about the psychological stress on the thousands who have fled 
storm-damaged homes to, stay with friends and family, sleep in Crowded shelters, or stay in Criyped motel 
rooms, The stresses and strains created by displacement can promote domestic violence, substance abuse, 
depression, and even suicide, To help prepare for an.encroaching hurricane tead through this list of ways 
to prepare before it hits, and what action to take once the hurricane or major storny has passed 

Your refrigerator will keep foods cool for about four hours without power if itis unopened, Add 
block or dry ice to your refrigerator if the electricity will be off longer-than four, hours, Use care when 
handling dry ice, and weat dry, heavy gloves to avoid injury: Thawed food Gin ysually be eaten ib it is 
still, “refrigerator cold," or te-frozen if it still contains ice’ crystals. Diseard any: food that has been at 
temperatures greatcmthan 40 F (4.44 C) for two hours or moré, and any fo6d that’has an unastal odor, 
color, or texture. While the power is out, keep 'the fefrigerafor and freezer ae closed as much as 
possible to keep food cold for as tong as: possible. } 

Hurricanes, especially if accompanied by'a tidal surge or flooding, can contaminate the public 
water supply. Drinking contaminated water may cause illness, You cannot assunie that the water i the 
hurricane-affected area is safe to drink. Listen for public announcements about the salety ol the 
municipal water supply..Use bottled water for eating or drinking, If you do not haye bottled water, dnd 
are not sure that your tap water is safe, follow these directions to purity tp watel 

il the water vigorously (water should be bubbling and rolling) for qne minute 
a can't boil water, add six drops of newly purchased, unscented liquid household bleach per 
‘| gallon of water,\stir it well, and then tet the water stand for $0. minutes before you ase it Using, bled h 
Will not kill parasitic organisms. You also can. use water-purilying tablets from your local pharniacy 

If there is flooding along with a hurricane, the waters may contain fecal material trom 
overflowing sewage systems and agricultural and industrial waste. Although skin contact with 
floodwater does not, by itself, pose a serious health risk, there is risk of disease from eating or drinking 
anything contaminated with floodwater. 

Do not allow children. to play in floodwater areas, Wash children’s hands frequently (always. belore 
meals), and do not allow children to ‘play with, floodwater-contaminated toys) that have not heen 
disinfected. You can disinfect toys using a solution of one cup of bleach in five gallony of water 

First aid is extremely important when exposure to waters potentially contaminated with human, 
animal, or toxic wastes. Immediately clean out all open wotinds and cuts with soap and clean water 
Apply an antibiotic ointment to discourage infection, If'a wound develops redness, swelling, or drainage, 
seek immediate, medical attention. If you are injured, contact a physician to determine the need tor a 
tetanus shot, 

‘The days and wecks after a hurricane are going to be rough. In addition to your physical health, 
you need to take some time to consider your’ mental health as well. Remember. that som 
sleeplessness, anxiety, anger, hyperactivity, mild depression, or lethargy are normal, and may go.away 
with time. If you feel any of these symptoms acutely, seck counseling, Your state and local health 
departments wil! help you find the local resources, including hospitals or health care providers thal you 
may need, Individual responses to a threatening or potentially-traumatic event may vary, Emotional 
reactions may include feelings of fear, grief and depression, Pliysical and behavioral, responses might 
include nausea, dizziness, and changes in/appetite and sleep pattern, ay well as withdrawal from daily 
activities. Responses to trauma can last for weeks to months before people start to feel narmal again 
Seek medical care if you become injured, feel sick, or experience stress ani wiXic ly ‘|

Alabama's waterfowl hunters 
will again enjoy waterfow] sea- 
sons' under the “liberal” desig- 
nation from the U\S: Fish and 
Wildlife Service (USFWS), The 
60-day regular duck, coot and 
merganser season will run Nov. 
27 through Jan. 25 with a six- 
duck bag limit. 

The daily limit can consist of 
no more than four mallards (no 
more than two of which may be 
female), three wood ducks, 
three mottled ducks, one black 
duck, two redhead and one pin- 
tail. The scaup (bluebill) bag 
limit will be one bird from Nov. 
27 through Jan; 5 and then in- 
crease to two birds per day from 
Jan. 6-25. The haryest of can, 
vasback is prohibited because 
of a significant reduction in the 
USFWS’ breeding population 
count, 

The bag limit for mergansers 
is five per day,.only two of 
which may be; hooded mer- 


‘gansers. The bag limit ‘on coots 


is 15 per day. The possession 
limit on coots and mergansers is 
twice the daily bag limit. 
Shooting hours are one-half 
hour before sunrise to sunset, 
except during regular duck sea- 
son in the Mobile-Tensaw 
Delta.
